The  animal* 
usually  lay  very  quietly  beneath  their  mas- 
ters’ seat,  but  occasionally  there  would  be  * 
scrimmage  and  fight,  and  the  clerk  s staff 
was  called  into  play  to  heat  the  dogs  and 
produce  order.  Why  dogs  should  have  been 
nithlessly  and  relentlessly  whipped  out  of 
churches  I ean  scarcely  telD  The  Highland 
shepherd’s  dog  usually  lies  contentedly  un- 
der his  master’s  sett  during  a long  service, 
and  even  an  archbishop’s  collie,  name! 
Watch,  used  to  he  very  still  and  well^iehav. 
ed  during  the  daily  service,  only  once  being 
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amused  to  attention  snd  a stately  progress 
to  the  led  uni  by  the  sound  of  hm  master  s 
voice  reading  the  verse.  “I  say  unto  you  all. 
watch."  But  our  ancestors  made  war  sgatn«t 
dogs  entering  churches.  In  mediaeval  and 
Kliral*ethan  times  such  does  not  seem  to 
have  been  Hie  ease,  as  one  of  the  duties  «>f 
the  clerks  in  th<*se  days  was  to  make  the 
church  clean  from  the  “shomcryng  of 
dog*.”  The  nave  of  the  church  was  often 
used  for  secular  purp»ntes.  and  dogs  follow- 
ed their  masters.  Mastiffs  were  sometimes 
let  loose  in  the  church  to  guard  the  treas- 
ure*. and  1 believe  that  I am  right  in  stating 
that  chancel  rails  owe  their  origin  to  the 
presence  of  dogs  in  churches,  and  were 
crated  to  prevent  them  entering  the  sane- 
tuarv  Old  Scarlett  Insr*  a dog  whip  *»  a 
badge  of  his  office,  snd  the  numerous  be- 
quest* to  dog  whipper*  show  the  importance 
of  the  office.”  -Bel.

inclusive  teach  salvation  by  works?  2. 
Docs  Ezekiel  18:24-26  teftch  apostasy!  If 
not  what  does  these  verses  teach? 

The  eighteenth  chapter  of  Ezekiel  must 
be  considered  as  a whole  if  we  understand 
it  correctly.  The  entire  chapter  was  spoken 
concerning  “the  land  of  Israel,”  see  verse 
2 —therefore  pictures  the  exaet  truth  con- 
cerning man  under  law — not  under  grace 
and  shows  how  exactly  and  rigidly  right 
one  must  live  “if"  saved  by  his  own  good 
doing.  Provision  is  made  for  forgiveness,  as 
is  taught  all  through  the  Old  Testament 
Scriptures,  but  the  forgiveness  and  life  dc 
fiends  upon  the  absolute  and  perfect  turning 
away  from  every  sin— verse  21. 

The  purpose  of  the  entire  lesson  is  to 
teach  the  actually  perfect  and  impartial  jus- 
tice of  God  in  dealing  with  men  under  law, 
and  the  individual  responsibility  of  each  one 
for  himself. 

It  iN  God’s  answer  to  the  complaint  of 
Israel  that  He  was  partial  in  his  dealings. 
The  lesson  does  not  imply  that  any  man  ever 
measured  up  to  the  description  given,  but 
simply  sets  forth  how  justly  and  impar- 
tially God  deals  with  all  under  all  condi- 
tions. 

There  is  no  reference  in  the  whole  chapter 
to  God-given  righteousness,  nor  salvation 
by  [grace  through  faith,  hut  to  life  under 
ami  by  law;  and  it  is  clearly  shown  that 
the  hope  of  hi;n  who  expects  to  live  because 
of  what  lie  does  is  worse  than  the  shallow 
of  vanity.  If  one  under  law  sins,  “and 
there  is  no  man  that  liveth  and  slnneth 
notl”  2 ('hr.  6:36;  Eocle.  7:20;  Jas.  3:2;  t. 
John  1:8-10;  all  of  his  past  goodness  is  for- 
gotten and  he  is  punished  for  his  sin.  If 
one  turns  from  his  sins  he  must  become  an 
absolutely  upright  man  and  live  so  till 
delth.  One  breach  destroys  all.  Goodness 
that  saves  must  be  perfect,  or  repentance 
for  failure  must  be  perfect,  consequently  life 
by  the  law  is  impossible.  Paul  teaches  us 
that  Israel  tried  to  get  salvation  by  their 
own  righteousness  and  failed,  Rom.  10:3. 
Woe  to  the  man  who  looks  to  self-goodness 
for  salvation!  That  is  the  teaching  of  the 
entire  lesson.  If  you  wish  to  see  how  Israel 
shall  be  saved  after  awhile,  when  restored 
to  their  own  land  again,  read  Ezekiel  36:16 
to  38. 

Verses  24-26  unquestionably  teach  apos- 
tasy, but  mark  you  it  is  not  apostasy  from 
faith  in  God  nor  Christ,  but  apostasy  from 
one’s  own  righteousness.  “If”  one  stands 
in  his  own  goodness,  he  apostatizes  from  it 
every  time  he  sins,  and  must  he  punished  for 
“the  soul  that  sinneth  it  shall  die.”  But 
“if” 'one  trusts  in  Christ  and  stands  in 
His  righteousness,  he  lives  by  faith  in  the 
Sqn  of  God  who  loved  him,  and  not  by  his 
o%-n  self-goodness,  therefore  though  he  sin 
he  does  not  apostatize  from  Christ,  for  his 
life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God.  and  his  faith 
is(  counted  for  righteousness. 

It  is  awful  for  such  an  one  to  sin,  but  the 
effect  of  the  sin  is  not  damnation,  but  chas-

I notice  in  the  New  Orleans  Picayune  that 
the  Baptist  Convention  of  our  State  has 
obligated  the  Baptists  of  Mississippi  to  pay 
fifty  thousand  dollars  toward  erecting  a hos- 
pital in  Memphis,  Tcnn.  I do  tftncerely 
trust  that  this  is  not  true  hut  fearing  that 
it  is  true  1 want  to  enter  an  early  protest.  _ 
While,  as  a rule,  I think  we  should  sustain 
our  leaders  in  their  actions,  yet  in  this  mat- 
ter I do  feel  that  their  action  should  be  re- 
pudiated by  the  rank  and  file  of  our  great 
denomination  in  this  State. 

In  the  first  place  denominational  State 
pride  should  dictate  to  ns  a different  course. 
There  is  not  a live,  progressive  city  in  Mis- 
sissippi that  would  not  give  $25,000  and  a 
building  lot  to  secure  an  institution  of  this 
kind  under  the  supervision  of  our  denomi- 
nation with  an  appropriation  of  $50,000  by 
that  denomination.  There  is  not  a city  or 
town  in  the  State  whose  physicians  would 
not  gladly  give  their  professional  services 
to  the  charity  patients  of  the  institution  pro- 
vided they  were  given  the  privilege  of  treat- 
ing their  pay  patients  in  the  institution 
Seventy-five  thousand  dollars  would  build 
and  equip  a small  institution  that  would  be 
sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  our  indi- 
gent tick  Tennessee  does  not  need  an  insti-  ( 
tution  of  this  kind.  Chattanooga,  Nashville  ‘ 
and  Memphis  are  already  welh  supplied  with 
hospitals.  Mississippi  does  need  one. 

What  benefit  would  this  hospital  be  to  the  t 
poor  Baptists  of  south,  east  and  middle  Mis- 
sissippi? A few  counties  in  middle  north  f 
and  northwest  Mississippi  might  possibly  he  $ 
benefltted  by  it,  but  the  great  body  of  the  f 
denomination  of  this  State  would  derive  no 


benefit  whatever  from  it. 

A smaller  hospital,  centrally  located  in 
this  State,  would  be  desirable  and  would 'be 
the  means  of  accomplishing  good  in  the 
name  of  and  to  the  credit  of  Mississippi 
Baptists. 

The  medical  and  surgical  Pol  lege  of  Mem 
phis  is  s new  institution,  without  standing 
and  without  reputation.  It  needs  clinical 
and  dissecting  material  in  ita  work.  This  i* 
the  milk  in  the  romanut  so  far  as  it  is 
concerned.  Now  listen!  J>o  the  Baptists  of 
Mississippi  propose  to  furnish  this  material 
' for  this  or  any  other  medical  college  from 
among  their  |*oor  and  helpless?  God  for- 
hid:  I do  not  believe  the  brethren  fully  ap- 
preciated or  underst.NxI  the  pur|H»*c  of  this 
college  in  making  the  proposition  or  they 
would  have  spurned  it  with  the  contempt 
it  deserved. 

If  the  Baptists  of  Mississippi  want  a hos- 
pital let  them  put  up  fifty  thousand  dollars 
and  see  how  quickly  it  will  be  covered  by 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  and  a building 
lot  by  Jackson  or  any  other  good,  live,  pros- 
perous city  in  this  State.  A Baptist  hospital 
located  at  Jackson  would  tie  of  sonic  service 
to  the  Baptist  poor  of  this  State.  It 'would 
also  he  accessible  to  the  orphan  asylum 
and  Miwissippi  College  for  such  cases  as 
might  need  institutional  treatment.  I am 
anxious  to  see  this  matter  dismissed  and  pre- 
sented fairly  to  the  Baptist  denomination 
of  this  State.  I here  and  now  record  mv 
protest  against  the  proposition.  I here  ami 
now  serve  notice  upon  those  interested  that 
I will  fight  the  proposition  to  the  last  ditch. 
However  dialastcful  it  may  be  to  me  to  run 
eownter  to  my  leaders.  I affirm  that  when 
the  people  1 love  contribute  their  money  1 •» 
this  object  they  shall  know  if  tongue  and 
pen  ean  tell;  and  when  they  know  I believe 
one  protest  will  be  multiplied  by  ten  thou 
sand.

He  also 
intersperses  his  sermons  with  a number  .if 
pathetic  stories  especially  at  the  close.  He 
then  makes  a very  earnest  appeal  thnmgh 
touching  ami  sympathetic  remarks  about 
their  sacred  tlead,  urges  them  to  come  for- 
ward to  the  altar,  confess  their  sins  ami  pray 
for  forgiveness.  In  the  meantime  he  has  ar- 
ranged with  a number  of  zealous  Christians 
to  persuade  and  almost  drag  people  to  the 
altar  for  prayer  and  counsel.  The  ainner 
onee  at  the  altar,  the  mother,  wife  and  ais- 
tera  and  other  ralativea  and  friends  are  re- 
quested to  come  just  as  near  to  the  loved 
tine,  and  prayer  after  prayer  is  made,  the 
fxeitement  growing  higher  and  higher,  the 
more  the  better.  The  penitent  is  never  al- 
lowed to  leave  the  altar  if  (Hissilile  until  he 
makes  a confession  ami  duly  counted.

I preached  to  a packed 
house,  standing  room  being  at  a premium  at 
the  door.  The  people  had  come  to  see  a 
few  hundred  people  join  the  Baptist  church 
at  one  time.  I caught  the  spirit  of  the  en- 
thusiasm and  preached  my  heat  sermon,  at 
the  close  of  which  we  offered  an  opportunity 
for  church  membership  and  greatly  to  mv 
chagrin,  and  to  the  disappointment  of  the 
large  audience  only  one  lady  presented  her- 
self dating  her  conversion  at  the  meeting. 
We  deferred  her  baptiun  for  a week,  and

The  spry 
of  trials  and  struggles  against  heavy  odd*  is 
charming,  once  the  wilderness  is  passed  and 
the  premised  land  attained.  The  time  has  at 
length  arrived  when  the  story  of  many  a 
Southern  institution  can  lie  told  freely,  the 
brightness  of  the  present  having  as  a strik- 
ing background  the  darknisiM  of  the  j*o*t- 
IicIIiiiii  <|ays.  The  Home  Board  has  this 
as  an  element  in  its  story  which  has  n >ver 
yet  had  the  telling  ami  which  must. 

Those  days  have  passed.  From  188*2  to 
1007  has  been  a far  call.  Along  the  roa.l 
has  lain  divergence  of  views  truly  liaptistic.

Not  the  least,  rather  the  greatest,  among 
the  individual  force*  which  have  brought 
this  fact  to  the  Baptist  consciousness  in  the 
South  is  the  splendid  personality  nnd  work 
of  Dr.  B.  1).  Gray.  Corresponding  secretary 
(if  the  board. 

The  percentage  of  increase  of  the  gifts 
to  the  Home  Hoard  last  year  was  greater 
than  any  hoard. of  the  Convention  ever. ha  i 
before.  Ami  this  increase  is  not  the  end. 
hut  only  a beginning.  Brethren  are  seeing 
that  llmne  Missions  is  on  parity  with  For- 
eign Missions  that  a soul  in  America  without 
Christian  teaching  is  as  worthy  the  reaching 
ns  n soul  across  the  seas,  that  Home  Mis- 
sions is  always  the  best  friend  of  Foreign 
Missions. 

They  look  at  Texas,  confessedly  a trophy 
of  the  Home  Hoard  for  the  Baptists,  and 
they  see  that  it  gave  last  year  one-seventh 
the  entire  amount  given  by  the  Baptists! in 
fifteen  Southern  States  to  Foreign  Miasiohs, 
nnd  they  sav:  “Not  less  for  the  great  work 
of  Foreign  Missions,  hut  more  for  this  splen- 
did agency  through  which  we  capture  one 
great  country’s  dark  places  for  Christ  atnl 
make  them  store  houses  from  which  in  the 
future  the  Foreign  Board  may  draw  lils-ral 
supplies  in  it*  campaign  to  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  eArth.” 

Here  are  * few  Home  Bosrd  statistic*  not 
hard  to  remehdier  and  well  worth  the  effort : 
In  sixty-five  years  at  an  expense  of  ♦4.- 
448.000  th*  missionaries  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Board  have  baptized  145.577  jtersons 
nnd  organized  5..TJ0  churches.  This  is  more 
tlunr' one  fourth;  the  entire  numla-r  now  in 
the  Supt hern  Convention. 

Thy  Board  found  125.000  Negro  Baptists 
in  th£  South,  now  there  are  2.000,000.  While 
the/feaee  increased  three-fold.  Baptists  among 
th#tn  increased  sixteen-fold.  If  any  one 
llbubta  that  this  remarkable  work  ia  due  to 


the  Home  Mission  Board  let  him  study  its 
history.

In  the  mountains  of  the  South,  in  the 
southwest,  in  Cuba,  among  the  negroes,  m 
Panama,  in  eities  among  foreigners,  at  th# 
iiuiiilgraiit  pier,  the  Home  H<*nrd.  which  b 
Iteen  tried  though  as  by  fin*  baa  eoiue  to  the 
kingdom  at  this  day  as  a wonderfully  well- 
adapted  vehicle  of  domestic  missionary  en 
terpriae  in  a great  section  of  country  in 
which  the  Baptists  predominate  and  at  a 
jieriod  when  its  rapid  growth  is  the  marvel 
of  the  nation.  Truly  the  Home  Mission 
Board  is  worthy  of  study,  of  prayers,  and  of 
even  mon*  liticrnl  support.
